CLOSEUP ON MAYOR GIBSON 
By: Langdon McDaniels 


If we all told the truth, very few of us want to 
pay taxes. But, if we look at it honestly, even if we 
don't want to pay taxes, we know we have to pay 
for the services we receive. 

There's an old saying: “You may not get all you 
pay for, but you'll pay for all you get" A new 
saying is: "There is no such thing as a free lunch." 

So when we take a close look at Mayor Gibson, 
we should look at how he has spent the taxpayer's 
money. Newark had a tax deficit of $5 million three 
years ago. Now, if you look at Newark's current 
conditions, Newark has a $20 million surplus. if you 
think about it, that means the money was used to 
benefit the people of the City of Newark without 
getting us into debt... and we all know how easy it 
is to get into debt. 

People who rent apartments quite often don't 
realize that when the property tax goes up, their 
rent goes up. So when Mayor JGibson's 
Administration keeps the taxes down, your landlord 
can keep your rent down. But you had better check 
that one out for yourself. 

A lot of people say Mayor Gibson’s always in 
Trenton or in Washington. ΙΓ you don't have the 
money in Newark and the money is in Trenton and 
Washington, common sense would tell you to go 
where the money is. 

If you're in your house and broke and you don't 
get out and do something about it, you'll be broke 
as long as you stay in the house. 

When you look close at what Mayor Gibson has 
done... He got money from the state and federal 
government to help run Newark. Now, anyway you 
look at that, it's better to get the money from the 
state and federal governments rather than raise taxes 
in Newark. And, that's what Ken Gibson did. 

We don't have enough jobs in Newark; so 
somebody has to try to bring them in. There are 
only around six thousand city jobs and about 1896 
of the people in Newark are unemployed. All of
